At New York, Stevenson de- 
clared: “Condemnation without 
all the evidence, a practice all too 
familiar to us, would be wrong.” 

At Pasadena, Calif., early today, 
Attorney Dana C. Smith said he 
expected to make an announce- 
ment this afternoon. 

Nixon Asks for Report. 

Smith said that Nixon, through 
aids on his campaign train, had 
asked for a public report. 

Nixon himself described as a 
“typical left-wing smear’ the dis- 
closure that he accepted $16,000 
in senatorial expense money dur- 
ing the last two years from Cali- 
fornia business men. 

Newspapers across the nation 
backing the Eisenhower-Nixon 
ticket agreed generally, in edito- 
rials that the Californfa Senator 
should disclose all details of his 
transactions with his backers im- 
‘mediately. 

Some went even further. The 
New York Herald Tribune said 
“the proper course for Senator 
Nixon in the circumstances is to 
make a formal offer of withdraw- 
al...”  #The Washington Post 
said that “his transgression is a 
major one” and he had “‘disqual- 
ified himself for a position from 
which he might step into the 
highest c‘fice in our nation.” 

Political Controversy. 

The political turmoil, mean- 
while, swirled from one end of 
the courtry to the other. 

Democrats like Stephen A. 
Mitchell, national chairman of 
the party, beat a steady drumfire 
of criticism. Republicans like 
Ohio’s Senator Robert A. Taft 
rallied to Nixon’s defense. 

Nixon himself, campaigning in 
his home-state California, said the 
fund was raised “in an earnest 
and unselfish desire on the part 
of the contributors to support my 
fight against Communism and cor- 
ruption in government.” 

Nixon said he gave the group 
no favors, nor was he asked for 
any. He said he used the money 
for expenses he felt should not be 
charged to the government. 

At San Francisco, the chairman 
of the California Democratic state 
central committee called for a 
Senate investigation under the 
corrupt practices act. 

California State Senator George 
Miller Jr., charged the fund “‘is 
another link in the chain binding 
him (Nixon) to the buying and 
selling of Washington influence. 

“This money was collected from 
wealthy real estate operators, tax 
experts and financiers,” Miller 
added. “Their stake in the right 
contracts in Washington is well 
known.” 

Tax Question Raised. 

Opinion differed over whether 
the $16,000 should have been 
listed on Nixon’s income tax re- 
turn. Nixon said he did not con- 
sider it income and left it off. 
Smith said it was either a gift 
or expense payment. 

The Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue declined comment on the

ABOARD THE EISENHOWER 
TRAIN, Sept. 20—Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower, whistle-stopping across 
Missouri today, made a special 
point of calling for the election 
of Howard Elliott, Republican 
candidate for Governor, but made 
only passing reference to Re- 
publican Senator James P. Kem, 
who faces a fight for re-election. 

The general made no indorse- 
ment of Kem yesterday while he 
was visiting Kansas City, the Sen- 
ator’s home town. 

Kem was aboard Eisenhower’s 
train. 

The Republican presidential 
nominee’s reference to the 47- 
year-old Elliott was a rags-to- 
riches story about an Army ser- 
geant who found a way of break- 
ing down hedgerows at the Nor- 
mandy Beachhead, which caught 
the attention of his division com- 
mander. This showed, Eisenhower 
said, that young Americans have 
initiative, resourcefulness and 
ideas. 

“We oldsters can pass on to 
these young people with their 
energy, their idealism, what ex- 
perience we have, the lessons we 
have gleamed from our experience 
—or our mistakes—and we have 
made plenty of them,” Ike said. 

“Let’s hope that they don’t get 
into three wars in one genera- 
tion.” 

Reference to Kem. 

Ike ‘referred only in a general 
way to Kem, who is as far from 
Eisenhower on foreign policy as 
the Browns are out of first place. 
Kem could use help from Eisen- 
hower to ease the pressure being 
put on in rural areas by Stuart 
Symington, his Democratic oppo- 
nent for the Senate. 

As Eisenhower crossed the 
state toward St. Louis and an- 
other major campaign speech 
tonight at Kiel Auditorium, his 
first rear-platform appearance of 
the day was at Pleasant Hill, 
where about 300 persons turned 
out in a light drizzle to greet 
him. 

He gave his trackside audience 
a fighting pledge that the Repub- 
'licans will sweep Missouri in the 
November election. 

“You will begin to look for- 
ward to a real cleanout in Wash- 
ington and a fine government,” 
he said. ' 

Following the same trail that 
the country’s number one whistle- 
stopper, Harry S. Truman, took 
in 1948 to capture Missouri for 
the Democrats, Eisenhower was, 
like Truman, folksy, warm and 
‘vigorous. 

He Thanks ‘Folks.’ 

His platform technique was 
good cornbelt theater. The first 
word he uttered to his trackside 
audiences was: “Folks.”

NEW YORK, Sept, 20— Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois has 
left it up to the Republican party 
to deal with its vice presidential 
nominee, Senator Richard M. 
Nixon of California, who has ad- 
mitted receiving $16,000 in funds 
from wealthy California consti- 


tuents. 

In a restrained statement last 
night the Democratic presidential 
nominee said the “condemnation 
without all the evidence, a prac- 
tice all too familiar to us, would 
be wrong.” 

The phrase carried an implied 
rebuke to those Republicans who 
have been eager to charge polit- 
ical enemies with Communist 
leanings. Nixon gained his Senate 
seat on a platform of promises to 
rid the Government of “Com- 
munist” influences. 

Campaigning in Virginia. 

Stevenson’s statement came at 
the end of a day in which the 
news of Nixon’s troubles was the 
chief topic of conversation among 
newspaper reporters in the Gov- 
ernor’s party. The Governor is-’ 
sued it shortly after reaching 
New York from his Connecticut 
and Massachusetts tour. He left 
by plane today for speeches in 
Virginia. 

For 24 hours the Governor had 
been urged to comment, but pre- 
sumably was remaining silent on 
the theory it would be better for 
him to allow his opponents to 
stew in their own juice until the 
country became thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the matter. 

This position, if he adopted it, 
was supported in the statement, 
which was by no means a mag- 
nanimous gesture. Rather, those 
endeavoring to read between lines 
thought they detected a note of 
confidence that the verdict of the 
public would go against Nixon, 

Text of Comment. 

Here is the statement: 

“I have been repeatedly pressed 
for comment on the matter of 
Senator Nixon. From what I have 
heard about it, the questions seem 
to be: Who gave the money, was 
it given to influence the Senator’s 
position on public questions, and 
have any laws been violated? 

“I am sure the great Republi- 
can party will ascertain these 
facts, will make them public, and 
act in accordance with our best 
traditions and with due respect

Seaton Talks With Nixon. 

They conferred again yesterday 
morning while the train was mov- 
ing southward. It was decided 
that Senator Fred Seaton of Ne- 
braska, an intimate adviser, 
should stop over at Auburn, Nebr., 
and get in touch with Nixon by 
telephone in Chico, Calif., where 
he was campaigning. 

Evidently Seaton directed Nix- 
on to prepare a statement that 
could be read by Eisenhower be- 
fore he appeared before the 
Kansas City audience. Seaton was 
able to reach Kansas City before 
the slow ‘moving campaign train 
and he made connection with 
Nixon at Dunsmuir. 

From there Nixon dictated to 
Seaton the statement that Eisen- 
hower quoted in his preliminary 
remarks to the Kansas Citians 
last night. 

Nixon Won’t Hold Line. 

‘James C. Hagerty, Eisenhower's 
press secretary, told reporters 
that Seaton tried to hold Nixon 
on the telephone until Eisen- 
hower, then in a motorcade from 
the union station, could reach the 
hotel. The motorcade was delayed 
and Nixon left Dunsmuir béfore 
he and Ike could talk by tele- 
phone. 

When it was pointed out to 
Hagerty that it seemed odd that 
Nixon would leave the telephone 
when such an important question 
was involved, the press secretary 
merely replied that both men 
were busy with their campaigns. 
He said that so far as he knew 
Eisenhower had no plans to talk 
with Nixon by telephone on the 
subject. 

When Eisenhower reached the 
hotel he went into a huddle with 
his advisers. They were Seaton, 
Hagerty, Republican National 
Chairman Arthur E. Summerfield, 
Gov.

Russian Losers Failed Country, 
Party in Olympics, Red Paper Says 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20 (AP)—

No new appointments have 
been made to the committee since 
1948, despite a rules requirement 
that one temporary member of 
the group be appointed annually, 
through recommendations by 
three officers of the board—the 
superintendant of instruction, au- 
ditor and secretary-treasurer. 

“There is serious doubt that the 
committee has operated since 1948 
or 1949, although present rules 
— its existence,” Christel 
said.

ments. Bruce added.he thought 
the board’s 1947 action removed 
the committee’s examining func- 
tion, giving that responsibility to 
Porter. 

‘Many Examinations.’ 

However, William E. Dwyer, a 
permanent member of the com- 

- mittee, said the committee con- 
ducted “many examinations” of 
job applicants after 1947, al- 
though, he said, the group has 
not met “lately.” Dwyer, chief 
engineer for the school system, 
said he could not estimate how 
long it has been since the last 
meeting.

Some at- 
tempt has been made to solve the 
problem, despite absence of a 
recreational program. | 

In the Lucas Avenue District, | 
an advisory committee of citizens 
has been named to aid police.

Everybody will await with interest the finan- 
cial report on Senator Nixon’s “trust fund” 
which he has promised to Gen. Eisenhower.

4g the old and simple one: is it right for a United 
» States Senator (or any other public official) to 
--work for two paymasters, the people who pay 


his salary and a private group which supple- 
ments his official compensation with money of 
its own? 

That is the issue, and it does not matter too 
much whether the recipient of double compen- 
sation uses it for personal purposes or for the 
manufacture of propaganda which only the office 
he holds renders important. 

Senator Taft has a weird theory that there is 
nothing wrong in double compensation unless 
the private benefactor receives some tangible 
favor from the beneficiary. This is the same 
defense offered by those who got in on the mink 
coats and the home freezers. They did nothing 
wrong because they rendered no actual service 
to the givers. That preposterous bit of hokus- 
pocus was not accepted in the case of Democratic 
corruption and it cannot be accepted in the case 
of Senator Nixon. 

Gov. Stevenson shows commendable restraint 
in withholding final judgment until more facts 
are in. On the basis of the facts already in, 
however, many citizens will not give as much 
weight as Gov. Stevenson does to the question 
of whether Nixon’s benefactors gave him money 
for the purpose of influencing his position on 
public questions. 

Is it really a matter of intent? Senator Taft 
is probably rigit in saying that Nixon’s friends 
undoubtedly agreed with him anyway, and there- 
fore did not have to buy his opinions. 

Yet the payment of double compensation to a 
United States Senator does not become morally 
sound merely because the benefactor happens 
to agree with the recipient anyway. The ques- 
tion is not whether somebody hoped to influence 
a Senator by cash gifts, but whether he gave 
him the cash for any purpose whatsoever. 

Could it be honestly said that a Government 
official who accepted a mink coat or some other 
gift in kind is guilty of malpractice only if that 
specific. gift were the decisive factor in deter- 
mining his official action? And if that cannot 
be said of gifts in kind, how can it be said of 
gifts in cash? 

The plain fact is that the Nixon affair is a 
dirty business, and all the agonized twisting and 
turning of his apologists cannot conceal it. The 
“trustee” of his “trust fund” said, in explaining 
why Nixon did not report his receipts as income, 
that they were either gifts or expense payments. 
If they were gifts, they were improper. If they 
were not gifts, then they were income and should 
have been reported for tax purposes even though 
offset entirely by disbursements. 

No, the stories do not hang together. Unless 
some amazing new facts come out which drasti- 
cally change’ the facts as the public knows them, . 
it is clear that Senator Nixon has been guilty of 
precisely the same practices against which he 
and Gen. Eisenhower inveigh with such high 
moral fervor when accusing Democrats of cor- 
ruption. 

If this conclusion is right, if it is not changed 
by any future showing Senator Nixon can make, 
then Gen. Eisenhower now faces one of the most 
critical decisions of his campaign. Will he face 
it boldly? Will he rise above the muck of parti- 
sanship to give the daring demonstration of fear- 
less independence which is expected of him? 
The stakes are incalculable and the whole na- 
tion awaits the showdown. | 
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Ethics on the 50-Yard Line 


A code of ethics has been proposed for foot- 
ball coaches, according to Newsweek magazine. 
The code says among other things (don’t cuss 
the referees, don’t scout the enemy’s practices, 
etc.) that “recruitment of students with athletic 
ability must follow the generally accepted pat- 
tern for all students.” 

If this means what it says, it is the millenium. 
An all-state high school fullback, wishing to go 
to college, will have to write to the registrar. He 
will then be given a catalogue telling him how 
hard it is to enter the school, and what an 
honor it will be for him to be allowed to enter.

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An Important Job Begun 

The onerous task of substituting clarity and 
order for conflict and confusion in Missouri’s 
tangled election laws will fall to the next 
Legislature. But an important preliminary is 
already under way. Members of the State 
Election Laws Revision Commission are now 
privately scrutinizing and sifting the many 
proposals offered at a public hearing earlier 
this month. Shortly after Nov. 4 they will be- 
gin preparation of their formal report to the 
Legislature. : 

One of the major subjects with which the 
commission certainly ought to deal is the matter 
of Missouri’s dog-days primary. One proposal 
is to change the primary date from August to 
early June. 

This move-up of two months would be splen- 
did. Many citizens and groups have recommend- 
ed either late May or early June. With either as 
the primary time, the campaign for nominations 
would occur in April and. May, a much more 
seasonable time than July. As it is now the can- 
didates literally sweat it out and so do the vote- 
ers—that is, those who are not away on vacation. 

To the change for an earlier primary, the 
commission should add two others. One should 
give Missouri a secret primary ballot, and the 
best way to do that is to print the party columns 
on one large ballot. As it is now, the inde- 
pendent voter, if he participates in the primary, 
must ask for either a Republican ballot or a 
Democratic one. Many citizens do not wish 
to do this for fear of reprisals of one kind or 
another. 

Where there is a blanket ballot for primary 
choices, there has been a notable increase in 
primary voting. The same result would occur 
in Missouri. 3

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As Eden Talks to Tito 


The British Foreign Secretary, Anthony Eden, 
is making a personal effort to settle the Trieste 
dispute. He has talked with Italian Premier De 
Gasperi in Strasbourg and he is meeting with 
Marshal Tito in Belgrade. But it will be difficult 
to reconcile the views of the two men and the 
peoples they represent—even though a settle- 
ment is essential to the elimination of a serious 
weakness in the Western system of defense. 

For the Italians, Trieste is charged with poli- 
tics and emotions. No politician in Rome feels 
that he could give up any territorial claims in 
this area and survive. So the national origins 
of the population, the history of the Roman Em- 
pire and the Venetian Republic, and post-World 
War I boundary determinations are all invoked 
to support claims to land even beyond the Free 
Territory of Trieste as it was set up after World 
War II. 

Outwardly, Tito has been more ready to nego- 


_ tiate, but on terms which the Italians reject. His 


suggestion for a joint administration, with the 
Italians in charge one month and the Yugoslavs 
the next, has not been taken very seriously by 


* anybody. His latest proposal is that the matter 


be left as it stands for the time being while all 
concerned devote themselves to more serious 
problems. 

This might be an expedient compromise if it 
“were acceptable to the Italians. But they regard 
it as a de facto confirmation of Yugoslav authori- 
ty over seized territory. They argue that Tito 
would only use the time thus gained to tighten 
his grip. The Allies, of course, are embarrassed 
about supporting any compromise because, in 
connection with the 1948 Italian elections, they 
‘promised the return of all the Trieste territory 
to Italy. 

But now that Tito has withdrawn from the 
Soviet orbit, it is inconceivable that the Allies 
should do anything so calculated to weaken his 
role in the defense of the West. Yugoslavia is 
the link between the countries of Western Eu- 
rope and their allies in Greece and Turkey. It 
is essential to control of the Adriatic and per- 
haps to all of the Mediterranean. And ideologic- 
ally, it is a standing demonstration to satellite 
governments that even Communist nations can 
exist free of Russian domination. 

Under these pressing circumstances, a terri- 
torial compromise seems almost inevitable. In 
considering what such a compromise might cost 
them, both Italy and Yugoslavia are bound to 
consider the benefits which they get under the 
Western defense system. 


Maurice G. Roberts

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And Now a Lucas Fix 

Former Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois is doing 
what quite a few ex-officeholders do when re- 
tired at the polls. He is running a law practice 
in Washington. As a lawyer he no doubt is en- 
titled to represent clients who face tax charges 
by the Government. But it makes ‘a lot of dif- 
ference what he represents them for. 

According to testimony by T. Lamar Caudle, 
former Assistant Attorney General, the ex-Sena- 
tor intervened on behalf of two clients facing 
prosecution in Milwaukee. The former Demo- 
cratic floor leader commanded such remarkable 
powers of persuasion that he convinced the De- 
partment of Justice that perhaps the prosecution 
should not be pushed, on grounds of the defend- 
ant’s health. 

The Department did not exactly quash the 
case, but it let the judge know that no feelings 
would be hurt if he wished to dismiss it. The 
judge did not go along, the defendant pleaded 
guilty, and so there wasn’t any “fix.” 

Does this then clear Senator Lucas of a most 
unsavory connection with the Justice Depart- 
ment mess? Decidedly not. Ex-senators have to 
live, no doubt, but ethical ex-senators do not 
live by using their political influence to fix tax 
cases, successfully or otherwise. Illinois voters 
who retired Senator Lucas in 1950 will bear this 
incident in mind for reference in case the for- 
mer Senator ever asks them to elect him to 
office again. 
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Simple Ways to Safeguard Sight 

A few simple precautions would save much of 
the precious eyesight that is lost every year. 
The National Society for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness points out some of the ways. A thousand 
children annually lose the sight of an eye. Many 
of these and others of the 90,000 eye mishaps 
among American school children could be pre- 
vented by keeping them away from knives, ice 
picks and scissors, and preventing them from 
taking chances with BB guns, bows and arrows, 
and slingshots. 

Grownups could protect their eyes better by 
wearing safety glasses whenever there was a 
chance of an eye accident in an industrial plant 
or home workshop, Those of advancing years 
can in most cases avoid blindness from glau- 
coma and cataract, the chief causes of blindness 
among older people, by early detection and 
treatment. Regular eye examinations are im- 
portant for youngsters too, for one out of four 
American children needs eye care, and many of 
them are not getting it. 

Through observance of these precautions, 
many people who otherwise would lose their 
sight can keep it. That is just as certain, the na- 
tional society says, as it is certain that prophy- 
lactic drops placed in the eyes of newborn in- 

‘fants are preventing the “babies’ sore eyes” 
which led to many cases of blindness half a cen- 
tury ago.

Americans move from city to the suburbs 
because the city is outmoded. The city no 
longer meets their needs and desires. 

People have moved to the ‘suburbs be- 
cause the old cities were dirty, smoky and 
noisy; because they were poorly planned 
for modern living and modern transporta- 
tion; because they were poorly governed 
and badly financed; because all too often 
their public schools were poor and ridden 
with selfish politics. 

American suburbs are commonly called 
“Bedroom towns,” and these have become, 
by and large, the costliest bedrooms in 
the nation. The costs of providing trans- 
portation, water, sewers and streets, fire, 
police and health protection, recreation, 
and a lot of other things for these bal- 
looned super-cities have gotten out of hand. 


You simply cannot provide services for 
a metropolis of, say, 15-mile radius pro- 
portionately as cheaply and efficiently as 
for one of five-mile radius. 


Mass transportation for these overgrown 
metropolitan areas presents what seems at 
the moment an almost insurmountable 
problem, Automobile competition makes 
the outlying transit service unattractive to 
private operators and poses a need of 
heavy subsidy in public operation. Traffic 
congestion has spread far into the suburbs, 


We need our central cities. They are 
essential in the economic scheme, for they 
still must furnish the bulk of the wealth 
for public services, for commercial and 
industrial advancement, and for. philan- 
thropy. They are the natural centers for 
recreation, art and other forms of culture. 


Hamstrung by Politics 


Our problem is to make sure that the 
new metropolitan city is workable, livable 
and attractive, from core to periphery. In 
the solution of that problem lies a great 
challenge for the best engineering minds, 
to a very considerable extent. The political 
scientist, the public administrator, the law- 
maker and, notably, John Q. Citizen, must 
join in the endeavor. 

The well established Port of New York 
Authority, which deals with many phases 
of transportation of vital importance to our 
No. 1 metropolitan district, is a striking 
example of one approach to solving the 
needs of our cities. Another and basically 
similar device is the Bi-State Development 
Agency at St. Louis, but it has been ham- 
strung by political fears and suspicions 
and has not so far accomplished much. 
Neither of these enterprises has sufficient 
powers and latitude to cover the whole 
field of metropolitan heeds. However, 
such agencies could be given such powers. 
. A fine basic legal precedent for such an 
undertaking is found in a simple clause of 
Missouri’s 1945 Constitution. 

The. background is this: The City of St. 
Louis withdrew from St. Louis county in 
1876 and since has operated independently 
as a city and quasi-county within its rigid- 
ly fixed boundaries. The State Constitution 


made provisions for various types of mer- 
ger of the two areas, but the suburban 
county would not join the city and the 
proud city would not return to the county. 

So when the Constitution was last re- 
vised an additional power was added, as 
follows: “The people of the City of St. 
Louis and the people of the County of St. 
Louis shall have power ... to establish 
a metropolitan district or districts for the 
functional administration of services com- 
mon to the area included therein.” 

This simple language opens the way to 
sensible unified administration of almost 
any urban service—police, fire, hospitals, 
health, transportation, highways, traffic 
regulation, parks and playgrounds, sewers, 
water and so on. Only recently has there 
been any active move to take advantage of 
it. First, petitions were put in circulation 
to start the machinery for a metropolitan 
sewer district and later a limited move 
was attempted to start a metropolitan tran- 
sit district. So far neither has materialized. 


What the Cities Need 


Here are some other things our metro- 
politan cities need, in general: 

1. Genuine public and official accept- 
ance of planning—and of action to fulfill 
the plans. Planning here is used in the 
broad sense of capital and operating 
finance, and economic and sociological im- 
plications, as well as the physical sense. 

2. Sounder financing. It is difficult to 
visualize any style of public revenue not 
bottomed heavily on the value of land and 
its improvements, but we do need a broad 
and fair and workable system of other 
taxes to keep our cities going. Restrictions 
on sources of taxation open to the great 
cities need to be lifted to some extent. If 
the earnings or income tax is to spread far 
among cities, surely it needs much refin- 
ing from the present examples. 


No Jurisdictional Disputes 


Sound and properly flexible methods of 
property assessment are badly needed in 
many communities. Many cities would ben- 
efit from elimination of outmoded statu- 
tory and constitutional restrictions on issu- 
ance of bonds for public improvements. 

3. Less restraint on local self-government 
by the states. Cities remain today legally 
the creatures of*the states and politically 
at the mercy of legislators and state offi- 
cials elected from rural areas. 

4. Recapture of the individuals in civic 
and political leadership who have been 
lost to the suburbs. 

5. An end to jurisdictional conflicts that 
cross city limits, county lines, state bor- 
ders and boundaries of special districts. 

In short, we need a re-planning, re-mak- 
ing and re-thinking of our American cities. 
The shift to the suburbs is here to stay. 
Let us proceed to develop a metropolitan 
city to meet modern requirements.

What 
it is that gnaws at his vitality he does not 
at first understand; all he knows is that its 
creeping progress is relentlessly corroding 
his will to live. 

His impairment is all the more myste- 
rious because the end of the war had

Then subtly the 
psychological poisons 
of fatigue and fu- 
tility had begun their 
work. Facile with 
words, Ethan discov- 
ers himself to be in 
a ‘state of frustrat- 
ing inarticulateness 
about himself; as his 
ailment is Fa sei 
so is his language. 

George Troy He talks in riddles 
when he talks at all; for the most part his 
mind drifts through a fog of melancholy 
saturated with ancient and invisible pain. 


Sur- 
rounded by understanding co-workers, he 
is given an assignment that exempts him 
from hard thinking and the necessities of 
decision. Then he begins to stay home 
from the office. He takes to lonely brood- 
ing.

Bishops’ Letter at End of Tri- 
ennial Convention. Calls for 
Support of U.N, 


BOSTON, Sept. 20 (AP)—The 
Protestant Episcopal Church end- 
ed its 12-day triennial convention 
yesterday with a plea that mem- 
bers pray for unity “both in the 
divided world and in the divided 
church,” 

A pastoral letter from bishops 
of the church called for support 
of the United Nations, organi- 
zation and expressed hope that it 
may develop into “a world fed-/|¢ 
eration open to all peoples, and 
capable of maintaining the peace.” 

The bishop's letter, traditional 
conclusion of the convention, 
highlighted yesterday’s session 
which approved a record annual 

' budget of $5,924,043 to carry out 
the church’s program for the next 
three years. 

Earlier, the convention voted 
to hold the 1955 meeting in Hous- 
ton, Tex., instead of Chicago, the 
delegates’ first choice. The House 
of Bishops agreed with the dep- 
uties in accepting the invitation 
of Bishop Clinton Simon Quin of 
Texas. That followed withdrawal 
of the Chicago invitation. 

Bishop Quin told fellow bishops 
that if within three months he 
found that Houston could not 
provide the sort of convention— 
non-segregated — the church 
wanted, he would withdraw the 
invitation. 

The decision on the 1955 con- 
vention city followed lengthy 
discussion among delegates on 
racial segregation and the ques- 
tion whether non-white Episcopal 
representatives would be given 
the same treatment in Houston as 
those of the white race.

At United Hebrew Temple last 
Rabbi Samuel Thurman 
preached a sermon on “Survival.”

York, United Nations observer for 
the National Council of Church 
Women, declared in several ad- 
dresses here this week. 

Miss Head urged church women 
to make themselves acquainted 
with the U.N. and to defend it 
as a hope and instrument of peace. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday she 
addressed 350 women at the con- 
vention of the Missouri Valley 
Synodical Women’s Guild _ at 
Friedens Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, Nineteenth street 
and Newhouse avenue. Yesterday 
Miss Head spoke twice at the 
twenty-fifth annual Mission Insti- 
tute of the St. Louis Council of 
Church Women held at Union Av- 
enue Christion Church, Union 
boulevard and Enright avenue. 


614 Years of Work. 


“After six and a half years’ 
close work with U.N.,” Miss Head 
told the Women’s Guild, “I can 
say to you that the real accomp- 
lishments of U.N. have more than 
justified all that has been put 
into it. 

“In the past week,” she con- 
tinued, “I have heard criticism 
that U.N. has not accomplished 
anything really worth while. In 
some communities school boards 
are being bombarded with de- 
mands that they take out of the 
schools any study materials refer- 
ing to U.N. Those few isolationists 
are very vocal, while the rest of 
us don’t hang together very well. 
You church women must accept 
this as your problem. Peace is our 
responsibility. 

“United Nations nas prevented 
or stopped wars in five areas of 
the world, even though it has not 
been able .to stop the war in Ko- 
rea. 

“At U.N. headquarters dele- 
gates get up and call each other 
names, but they still keep work- 
ing together.’ 

“World Health Organization, in 
a year and a half, reduced the 
malaria rate in Greece from 80 
per cent of the population to 3 
per cent. It is working on prob- 
lems of health with the govern- 
ments of backward countries, and 
has granted 788 fellowships for 
study to those undeveloped na- 
tions.

Truce Teams Meet, But Recess 
Again After Bitter Session. 
MUNSAN, Korea, Sept. 20 (AP) 

~The Korean truce talks ad- 
journed today for the eighth 
straight week-long recess after 
an angry 52-minute session in 
which negotiators argued over 
who started the war. 

The Reds agreed to a United 
Nations request and recessed the 
talks at Panmunjom until Sept. 28.

Chaplin, 63 years old, is an 
alien. Born in England, he came 
to the United States 40 years ago 
but never became a citizen, His 
name has been associated with 
leftist causes. In 1944 he was 
indicted on charges of violating 
the Mann act, which forbids trans- 
perting a woman across a state 
line for immoral purposes.

BRITISH CONTRACT TO DELIVER

LONDON, Sept. 20 (AP)—Brit- 
ain has signed contracts to deliver 
cotton piecegoods to Red China,

NGLISH is a beautiful language, rich, colorful, expressive, 
E all that can be desired. There is no thought, however 

exalted, however harsk ‘or bitter, however lovely, that 
cannot be puteinto clear, elean English. School children, in- 
cluding high-school students, take great pleasure in using 
slang, forbidden words and forms. It seems at times that the 
more their teachers tried to have them see the beauty of 
clean English speech, the more they enjoyed using slang. 

That is a habit of youth, carried from generation to 
generation to generation, that has troubled teachers of English 
through the years. There is only one way to combat it and that 
is to keep teaching good English, keep putting the best written 
works before them, speaking in praise of fine English, using 
it in their hearing.

MANY HIGH-SCHOOL STUDENTS dislike the English 
course and small blame to them, for too often the English 
courses begin and end with the history of English literature, 
dates and periods of this and that.

It seems to me that it would be far more valuable to such 
students if they were allowed to have the current reviews 
of books in their hands, read them, talk about the .writers, 
their work and how they do it. Christopher Morley, our con- 
temporary, seems to me far more important in the teaching 
of English than Beowulf. : 

Speech is the expression of the individual’s self. ‘Speak, 
that I may know you,” is veritable truth. The young person 
who has no words to express his pleasure beyond “gee,” 
“some looker,” “swell,” “outa this world,” indicates a poverty 
of mind that is pitiful. Likewise the one whose only ex- 
pression for something he disapproves.of is “lousy.” That 
term is a fitting description of his language power, and as 
deplorable. The one who must fall back on words unfit for 
the ears of decent people closes the doors of such people 
against him. The unfortunate one who calls upon the Deity 
every other sentence, or sprinkles his brief thoughts with 
references to the nether region, is to be pitied and shunned.

THE SCHOOLS could do better than they do in this teach- 
ing of English. We could spare the history of English litera- 
ture and devote the time and energy to a mastery of clear, 
clean, forceful English speech and writing and all of the

HYDE PARK. 

OT long ago I received from 
N inaia a panoramic view cov- 

ering a distance of three miles. 
It is an interesting photograph, 
and to those — : 
who belong to 
the Hindu reli- 
gion it probably 
would have more 
than mere his- 
toric and artis- 
tic interest. 

I thought Be- 
nares, which is 
in the picture, 
was one of the 
most interesting Sess 
cities I visited y 
in India_and I 
was glad to be able to go on the 
Holy Ganges and getaclose view 
of the ghats. I found the city 
itself, with its narrow streets and 
crowds of people and the many 
sacred bullocks wandering in and 
out of the temple gateways a 
really unique experience. 

Benares is a city of many tem- 
ples and its special claim to re- 
ligious distinction is that Gauta- 
ma Buddha first preached his 
doctrines in this city. Some of 
the temples are very old. 

I mention this picture because 
the photographer, Mr. Shalom, 
thought there might be people in 
this country who would ke ii- 
terested to know that they had 
finally succeeded in making a 
panoramic picture. 
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WHILE I WAS in Chicago re- 
cently there was an editorial in 
Col. McCormick’s paper that 
amused me greatly. The colonel,

Of the two I think the general, 
according to this, is in the more 
difficult, because he is sailing un- 
der false colors and that horrible 
bugbear, Wall Street, has actually 
had something to do with his 
nomination. 
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CERTAINLY, Eisenhower is 
working hard to conciliate labor, 
and, for a candidate named by 
Wall Street, this seems rather 
dangerous. But perhaps he feels 
about this as he evidently feels 
about appearing with Sen.

Fix It Yourself

Allowing Walls to Breathe. 


IFE in the average house a 
[_ nunarea years ago was a lot 
™ more rugged than it is today 
but it was also less complicated. 
For example, old uncle Hiram 
never worried whether the out- 
side walls of his house could 
breathe or whether they couldn't. 
In fact, he didn’t even know if 
they should breathe., 


This business of outside walls 
breathing is the result of modern 
building methods that make for 
very tight construction. 

In fact, things are so tight that 
with insulation, weatherstripping, 
etc., that water vapor often con- 
denses in back of the house sid- 
ing and causes the paint to peel. 

One way to avoid this condition 
is to have openings in the out- 
side wall so that this moisture 
vapor can flow outdoors. This is 
called breathing. 

One way to provide for these 


openings is to install small metal 
or plastic louvers in the wall. A 
round hole, cut with a special 
saw or tool is made in the siding 
and then the louver is inserted 
into place. 

Another method is to put small 
wedges under the lower edges of 
the siding so that there is a small 
gap between layers. These open- 
ings, though small, allow the 
moist air in the wall to flow out- 
doors where it can’t cause blister- 
ing paint or decay woodwork.

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Use Patience 
With Child's 
Sleep Habits

ATIENCE for the parents of 
P the pre-schooler —or perhaps 

any parents, for that matter— 
is a prime requisite. 

Patience with regard to the 
child’s sleeping habits is for many 
parents essential. And difficult to 
maintain. It is bad enough if a 
child won’t eat! We worry and 
are concerned about his health. 
And supervising his meals and 
trying to get the proper amount 
of food-into him takes a lot of 
time. 

But his sleeping difficulties are 
even worse for the family. A 
child who refuses to go to bed—a 
child who keeps calling you back 
once you have gotten him into 
bed—a child who wanders around 
in the night—a child who insists 
on sleeping with his mother—a 
child who cries in the night. Any 
one of these can completely dis- 
rupt a household! 

Now, as with all other kinds of 
problems, we cannot solve your 
particular child’s sleeping prob- 
lems sight unseen. : 

But one thing that has helped 
tremendously in many a compli- 
cated sleeping situation — and 
which may help eut in your own 
case if your pre-schooler and you 
are having sleep problems—is the 
promise of the “big bed” at four.

MANY CHILDREN are ready 
to change from their cribs to a 
big bed by this time, if they 
haven’t already, and are very 
much excited and pleased by the 
prospect. And with many this 
prospect may be used to plan 
ahead for needed improvements 
in sleeping patterns: 

“When you’re four and have 
your big bed, you won’t get out 
of bed in the night any more!” 
“When you get your big bed, then 
you won’t need to get into 
mummy’s bed any more.” 

The power of suggestion, the 
excitement of this dramatic new 
event, the importance of being 
four, can for many children be 
the necessary stimuli to. bring 
about the desired behavior. Plus 
the fact that by the time the child 
is four years of age many of the 
earlier pre-school sleep diffi- 
culties are often about ready to 
iron themselves out anyway.

Weekly Leiter 
On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


E are all familiar with the 
W oa adage, “a man’s best 

friend is his dog,” but when 
rabies is prevalent in a commu- 
nity, as it is in St. Louis at the 
present time,” a dog’s best friend 
is man.” For his master is the 
only one who can sce to it that 
he is properly immunized and 
otherwise protected against ra- 
bies. 

Last week 15 persons residing 
in St. Louis were bitten by one 
rabid dog. A couple of weeks 
earlier six residents were the 
victims of another rabid dog. 
Thus 21 persons—15 children and 
six adults—had to take the Pas- 
teur treatment, at a cost to the 
taxpayers of approximately $300 
for vaccine alone. This does not 
even take into consideration the 
suffering and mental anguish of 
the victims. 

* * * 

FOR THE 10-YEAR PERIOD, 
1942-51, a total of 17,488 persons 
residing in St. Louis have regis- 
tered at the Municipal Pasteur 
Clinic because of having been 
bitten by or exposed to a rabid 
animal. A total of 6492 of these 
persons had to take the Pasteur 
treatment. Over this same period 
1929 persons were bitten by stray 
dogs. In such cases treatment is 
mandatory because there is no 
way of observing the animal for 
symptoms of rebies. 

Last year’s experience, when the 
worst rabies epidemic in the city’s 
history was quickly brought un- 
der control through mass immu- 
nization and quarantine measures, 
demonstrated that a rabies epi- 
demic can be halted once it is 
started—but more important pub- 
lic health authorities know that 
rabies epidemics can be prevented 
before they begin. 

The United States Public 
Health Service has set forth four 
relatively inexpensive, but effec- 
tive steps necessary to guard a 
community against a rabies epi- 
demic. 

They are: (1) The maintenance 
of a properly staffed, well- 
equipped dog pound under the 
administration of the Health Di- 
vision for the observation of bit- 
ing dogs, and the impounding 
and destruction of strays; (2) an- 
nual vaccination against rabies, 
as a prerequisite to licensing, with 
free immunization for those un- 
able to pay, (3) police vigilance 
in the punishment of license vio- 
lations; (4) educate the public to 
the knowledge that the roaming, 
unimmunized dog is the key to 
epidemic rabies.

It seems that we must go back 
to ancient times tor the origin of 
the dog day idea. In Egypt, in 
particular, people paid special at- 
tention to tne rising of the bright 
star, Sirius. This is the brightest 
of all true stars although it is less 
bright than certain planets. An 
ancient name, or nickname, for 
Sirius was Dog Star, and we hear 
that name to this daw When 
people of long ago saw the Dog 
Star in a certain position, thev 
said’ that it meant the start of 
the dog days.
